Au order has been issued in Columbus, O., 
directing the closing of all gambling estab- 
lishments in that city. An order has been 
issued in Chicago, also, something to the 
Same purport, but the gambling establish- 
ments don't seem to close with anything like

The year 1875 was a good year for the 
precious metals. A statement of the produc- 
tion in the States and Territorigs west of the 
Missouri River, including. British, Columbia 
and the western coast of Mexico, places the 
aggregate yield at $80,899,037, an increase of 
$6,487,982 over the product of 1874, and the 
greatest yield ever known. There was a de- 
crease in California, Idaho, Utah, and Wash- 
ington Territory, and an increase in the 
other districts. An aggregate yield of $90,- 
000,000-is anticipated for 1876. 


A A heavy robbery of diamonds and jewelry 
was one of the closing episodes of the Old 
Tear in New York City. Benepicr Bros. 
were the sufferers, and $25,000 was the size 
of the -haul. This firm were robbed of 
$60,000 worth of goods in 1866, and seem to 
have been especially singled out as the vic- 
tims of theft involving an extraordinary 
amount of skill and daring. In the last in- 
stance chloroform was successfully employed 
in dealing with the attendants in charge of 
the establishment. 
The last day of the year 1875 was also the 
last day of the French Assembly, which was 
yesterday prorogued after a continuous ex- 
istence of over five years. Previous to ad- 
journment the Permanent Committee was 
appointed, in accordance with an agreement 
between the various parties, which provided 
that the balance of power should remain with 
the Left, that wing having thirteen members, 
while the Right were given twelve. The 
farewell address of the President of the As- 
sembly, the Duke D’Apprrrret-PasQurier, was 
highly commendatory and congratulatory in 
character, and with cries of “‘ Vive la Repub- 
lique!” from the Deputies of the Left, the 
notablé body passed into history. The new

We print elsewhere a list of the prisoners 
pardoned from the Illinois State Penitentiary 
from Dec. 1, 1874, ta Dec. 30, 1875. The 
list is a startling one in length, and gives 
point to the comments which have been re- 
cently made in Tox Tarom upon the abuse 
of the pardoning power in Illinois. From 
this list it appears that in all 134 criminals 
have been pardoned out in the last year, of 
whom seventeen were murderers, seven of 
whom were sentenced for life and ought to 
have been hanged. In addition to these, six- 
teen guilty of manslaughter and attempt to 
kill, and seventy-two thieves and burglars 
have been let loose upon society again. We

A Bremerhaven detective is now in Liver- 
pool engaged in a search for accomplices of 
Tnouusszx, the dynamite demon, and the 
suspicion has been raised that the steamer 
City.of Boston, which sailed from New York 
in January, 1870, and was nevermore heard 
of, was freighted with an infernal machine 


and left not a plank nor a survivor to tell the 
terrible story. This theory is strengthened 
by the fact that in June following the loss of 
the City of Boston Taomassen and his 
wife went from New York to Dres- 
den, taking up their residence in the 
latter city, where they lived in a 
style denoting considerable wealth. The 
records at Liverpool fail to show any freight 
shipped by THomassen on the Boston, but it 
is possible that from the books in New York 
there may be gleaned a motive for the, sus- 
pected plot. It appears that a narrow egcape 
was had in October last by the steamer Celtic 
and her passengers, Tuomassen having made 
several unsuccessful attempts to effect insur- 
ance upon a box said to contain $30,000 in 
gold. The refusal of the insurance compa- 
nies to write the risk without first verifying 
the contents of the box probably averted the 
destruction of the Celtic and all on board. It 
is believed that Taomassen had in Liverpool 
accomplices who may yet possess One or more 
of the horrible machines. ;

The readers of Tue Txisune will fiffd in 
the paper this morning a detailed review and 
summary of the business of Chicago during 
1875, prepared by our experienced and accu- 
rate commercial editor. The aggregate whole- 
sale business in produce, merchandise, and 
manufactured goods is $657,000;000, against 
839,000,000 in 1874.

It will be seen that the only falling off has 
been confined to the transactions in farm 
produtts, and this is due largely to the leas 
number of hogs... The hogs brought to Chi- 
cago in 1874 were unprecedented in number, 
the prices offered inducing such shipments 
to market as to leave the,country compara- 
tively bare. The crop of hogs in 1875 is, 
therefore, short as compared with last year: 
Th's shortage of hogs is general, and by no 
means confined to Chicago. The number of 
hogs brought to Chicago in 1875 was 3,912,110, 
against 4,258,379 in 1874. The falling off in 
the number of hogs caused, of course, a 
corresponding decline in the quality of pork, 
lard, cut meats, etc. . 

In cattle there has been an increase from 
843.966 head in 1874, to 920,843 in 1875. 

The total receipts of grain in 1875, reduc- 
ing flour to bushels, were 79,505,050 bushels, 
against 95,611,713 bushels in 1874,—a decline 
of 16,000,000 bushels, of which over 8,000,- 
000 bushels were in corn and 5,500,000 bush- 
els in wheat. The decline in corn receipts 
has been largely due to the condition of the 
corn crop in the districts tributary to Chi- 
cago. The summer of 1875 was so cold and 
wet that much of the corn in the northern 
districts did not mature—that is, ripen and 
- harden—as readily as in ordinary years, and, 
therefore, was not shipped to market before 
the close of the year. A large portion of the 
usual corn districts has, therefore, forwarded 
no corn, or a reduced quantity, this year. 
There has also been considerable grain taken

to Chicago, the railroads, in their zeal to dis- 
crimimate against this city, carrying gmin 
from points 100 to 200 miles west of Chicago 
to the Atlantic for less money than from Chi- 
cago.

The wholesale sales of merchandise show 
an inerease of $26,000,000 over the preced- 
ing year. This is an increase of the value of 
the goods sold. But these figures do not 
show the increase in the volume of business. 
Prices in 1875 averaged 10 per cent less than 
in 1874, and consequently the average bulk 
or quantity of goods handled was over 20 per 
cent greater than in 1874. The same is true 
of the sales of manufactured goods.

It has not been 
spasmodic nor inflated; the growth has 
been regular and fixed. The fire did not in- 
terrupt or destroy it, nor did the panic ar- 
rest or weaken it. Notwithstanding the re- 
duction in prices, the increased quantities 
produced and sold have maintained the regu- 
lar increase in the aggregate values, showing 
how substantial and how progressive is the 
trade which flows to this city. 

It will be seen, by comparison of the de- 
tails of this year’s business with the details 
of previous years, that the general trade in 
grain has steadily increased from 1854 to the 
present time. Temporary causes, like that 


of the failure or partial failure of the crops, . 


may reduce the aggregates in certain seasons, 
but the increase has been regular and large 
every year. At the same time, while Chicago 
is thus confirmed. by each year's increased 
business as the great grain market of the 
country, and the great market for all the 
products of the farm and the forest, there has 
been even a greater annual increase in manu- 
factures and wholesale trade in merchandise. 
We add each year to our lines of manufac- 
tures, and to the amounts and values of their 
respective products. Alongside this per- 
manent and substantial industry is our 


‘general wholesale trade, which is assuming 


such immense proportions. The explanation 
of this is an easy one. It is a natural result 
of natural causes. Chicago is in the very 
centre of the great grain-producing district, 
and the point most convenient for a general 
market for hogs and cattle. At this point 
are to be found the great natural facilities for 
cheap water transportation. Grain is worth 
more here, and must continue to be, than at 
any other point. Here is concentrated the 
immense ‘capital necessary to pay on delivery 
for all the grain and live stock that may be 
produced. ‘Here, too, may be found in manu- 
facturers’ hands and in the hands of import- 
ers everything which is needed by those who 
produce from the soilythe mines, and the for- 
est. Here is there that general market or gen- 
eral exchange which exists nowhere else out- 
side of New York. Ourtransportation facilities 
are such that Chicago is rapidly becoming the 
great distributing point for all imported or 
domestic manufactures, and for articles of 
general use, like tea, coffee, spices, and im- 
ported fruits. Itis an immense storehouse, 
located within one day's travel of the homes 
of fifteen or more millions of consumers, 
who naturally purchase what they need atthe 
most convenient point where there is a gen- 
eral market at which they can sell their own 
productions. These obvious conditions serve 
only to confirm Chicago as the natural 
and best point for these consumers and pro- 
ducers to exchange their own products for 
those of others, and hence the increase of 
Chicago is regular, keeping pace with the pro- 
duction and consumption of the country in 
which it is the centre. 


THE OUTLOOK OF 1876. 

In our last issue we took a retrospect of 
the year which has just closed,—its great 
struggles, movements, and accomplish- 
ments. In this issue we complete the work 
by forecasting the events of the year which 
has just commenced, more particularly those 
of national importance which have already 
projected themselves so far that their out- 
lines are distinctly visible. 

The lives of individuals dre bounded by 
years; of nations, by centuries; and 1876 
brings us to the first landmark in our national 
history. A century lies between us and the 
scenes of that time culminating in Independ- 
ence Hall when the nation was Born. The 
events of this year will very clearly show 
what progress we have made as a nation in 
the experiment of self-government. It will 
solve many doubts of the perpetuity of 
the Republic, which have grown out of 
the decadence of public and private moral- 
ity. It will put the question whether 
our patriotism is as sincere and self- 
sacrificing as that of ourancestors to a se- 
vere test. It will elaborate the facts and 
statistics of our social, educational, political, 
financial, and commercial growth. The peo- 
ple at large will celebrate this memorable 
year with ringing of bells, firing of cannons, 
peals of music, hoisting of flags and showers 
of fireworks, and the American Eagle and the 
Star-Spangled Banner will be elevated to the 
very zenith in panegyric and pean. This is 
all very well, for there must be some outlet to 
superfluous and superficial patriotism ; but 
beyond this thoughtful people will look with 
some anxiety to the solution of the great 
questions which will come before the Ameri- 
can people, and in the great crowd of for- 
eigners who will flock to our shores to par- 
ticipate in our national festivity there will 
be many critics who will not hesitate to insti- 
tute close comparisons between our own and 
European forms of government. 

There will be notable struggles this year, 
involving paramount issues. Legislation in 
Congress will be adopted which will go far 
towards solving the question whether the na- 
tion will return to the sure and solid founda- 
tion of redeemable currency, and once more 
resume its course in the old channels of le- 
gitimate and prosperous business, or whether 
it will increase the present volume of irre- 
deemable scrip, and prevent a restoration of 
financial. and commercial credit ‘and confi- 
dence, and thereby avoid panics and - 
ruptcy ; whether the money of the world or 
printed rags shall be our circulating medium; 
whether business shall be conducted with a 
dollar that means a dollar, or a dollar that has 
a different daily value,—a dollar recognized 
by all nations as a dollar, or a dollar that is 
un irredeemable rag, and with which no man 
can make unconditional contracts. The po- 
litical struggle this year ineolves one of the 
most important Presidential elections in the 
history of the country. It will be a contest 
between the two great parties, with a third 
party in the field made up of reckless, broken. 
down speculators and equally reckless, broken- 

own politicians, without any standing in the 
old parties. The real struggle, however, will 
be between the Republican and Democratic 
parties. The former party is rapidly clearing 
itself of abuses, and coming back to its old- 
time principles, which will be advocated with 
all the enthusiasm and fervor that character- 
ized its campaigns in the days when it warred 
with slavery. Those who wandered off in 
1872 are returning to their allegiance, and the 
Republican army will go into the fight with 
its ranks closed up, to prospect of victory if 
its leader—yet to be named—shall be a fear- 
lessly honest and incorruptible man, who has 
been tried and not found wanting. The 
Democratic party has already commenced to 
yield to Confederate domination. Jealousies 
and divisions have already broken out in its 
ranks. The reforms which it boasted in 1874 
were not accomplished in 1875, where it had 
power and opportunity, and there is reason to 
believe that in 1876 these dissensions will in- 
crease instead of healing, and that the losses 
they incurred in the fall of 1875 will be in- 
creased in the fall of 1876. 

The new year will be characterized by two 


great movements, the one in religion, the 


other in education. The revival inaugurated 
in Eastern cities by the evangelists, Moopr 
and Sankey, does not bid fair to be so re- 
markable in its personal results or individual 
conversions as in the general awakening of 
interest it has caused in the churches, There 
has been a commotion among the dry-bones, 
and the church militant is burnishing up its 
armor preparatory to moving upon the works 
of Satan. T. e influence of their labors has 
been felt in all the denominations, and the 
result must be a higher standard of the 
national religious life. The educational 
movement is just as pronounced as the re- 
ligious. The declarations of the President in 
his Des Moines letter and message, relative to 
the abolition of sectarian teachings at the 
public expense in the free schools, 
the absolute divorce of Chureh and 
State, and the necéssity of elementary educa- 
tion as a condition of the perpetuity of the 
Republic, are a direct reflex of the popular 
seltiment upon these questions. Educate 
the children of the people” will be one of 
the rallying cries of 1876, and in this fact 
there is great hope for the future. 

There is great hope for the future also in 
the fact that never before have the people 
been so earnest and unanimous in their de- 
termination to reform American politics and 
administration, some of the; results of which 
will be made apparent this year. The people 
have already commenced to free themselves 
from the domination of corrupt rings, which 
are the outgrowth of the infamous 
Tammany school of politics. They have 
already shown the disposition not to 
submit to the dictation of Caucuses 
and conventions managed by scheming 
politicians. From one end of the land to the 
other comes the demand for honesty in poli- 
4ics, and the respectable and law-abiding peo- 
ple are enforcing that demand by working 
and voting with results which have already 
been conspicuously shown in New York, Bos- 
ton, Brooklyn, Chicago and other large 
cities, whose corrupt rings have been 
smashed or at least interfered with more or 
less. The people are looking for honest men 
to fill their offices of trust; men who have 
ability, instead of partisans nominated by 
rings, to control office and divide plunder 
with them. This determination will grow in 
intensity during the year, and at its close we 
may witness a return to the patriotism and 
incorruptibility which characterized the youth 
of the nation. b 

The new year opens in the midst of a war 
upon corruption. The lightning is flashing in 
all directions, and men who have occupied 
prominent places and been held in high esti- 
mation by the people are going down before 
its wrath. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
mercilessly enforcing the injunction of the 
President, Let no guilty man e cape,” and 
the people are upholding both in their vigor- 
ous prosecution of offenders. The feeble but 
desperate effort ‘of the whisky thieves and 
their newspaper organs to stay the arm of 
Government by libel, slander, and defamation 
has already fallen still-born. ‘The work will 
go on until every defrauder of the revenue is 
punished, and although many who have been 
with us in 1875 may be in the Penitentiary in 
1876, their enforced absence will be compen- 
sated for by the reflection that at last they 
are doing the State honest service. 

We have briefly glanced at the new year 
from the national standpoint. The outlook 
is a hopeful and promising one. From the 
individual standpoint, as between Tux Cm- 
caGo Tripune and its readers, it only remains 
to wish each and all a Happy New Year. 


THE TAX-PAYERS’ NEW YEAR. 

Perhaps the Chicago tax-payers who have 
been served with the notices of their per- 
sonal taxes have about exhausted their pow- 
ers of invective, and are prepared to give up 
swearing at the tax-thieves because unable to 
do the subject justice. But the matter must 
not be dismissed at this. The trouble is 
primarily with the: system, and if this be 
permitted to stapd the same outrage will re- 
cur every year. It is well, therefore, that 
every citizen-tax-payer should keep the sub- 
ject in mind with reference to a final cure of 
the evil by a removal of the permanent 
cause,—the system itself. The first thing to 
be done is for the people of Cook County to 
vote themselves out of the abominable town- 
ship system which has been so absurdly ap- 
plied to a great city like Chicago. It isa 
system well enough suited to townships made 
up of farms and little villages, where an over 
or under valuation is immediately known and 
understood throughout the entire township. 
As applied to Chicago, however, the assess- 
ment of $150,000;000 is intrusted to one 
man, insiead of that of five hundred, and 
the tax thereon amounts to several millions 
instead of several thousands. In the city, too, 


the selection of Assessor is intrusted to two | 


rival factions of bummers, thieves, and bal- 
lot-box stuffers, and the result is the choice 
of one of the most incompetent and dishonest 
men in the community, instead of one of the 
most competent and honest, as in the rural 
districts. The first step toward relief must 
be to rid Cook County of the rural township 
system, which can be done by the voters of 
the county at the next general election. 
Having done this, the next step will be 
to provide an Assessment Board correspond- 
ing as nearly as may be to that which has 
heretofore been kept up by thecity. Fora 
long term of years the city assessment of 
property has been fair and uniform. There 
was a Board, appointed by the Mayor and 
Council, composed of one Assessor for each 
division of the city, and a Tax-Commissioner 
whose functions were supervisory. This 
Board was in session all the year round, and 
performed ‘its duties in a systematic and 
business-like manner. The city was properly 
districted and mapped, so that the Assess- 
ment Board had a record of every lot and 
every house in the city, with the advantage of 
the assessment of the previous years as a guide. 
The assessment books were opened to the 
public for a number of weeks for the purpose 
of correcting errors, and even up to the time 
of the enforced collection of the tax any 
gross error could be rectified. By this means 
the tax. wes equitably distributed, and it is 
onby by such a system that the assessment of 
a great city like this can be fairly made. 
While this excellent system of city dasess- 
ment was maintained, the assessment for 
State, county, and town purposes, made by 
the Town Assessors, was less objectionable 
than now for two reasons: (1) It was the 
practice of the Town Assessors to follow the 
regular city assessment. The latter was 
made on a basis of the cash value of the 
property, and it was the custom to take a 
certain percentage of this,—40, 50, or 60 per 
cent, according to the proportion of the cash 
value assessed in the other parts of the State, 
—and this was extended as the valuation for 
State purposes. Before there was an arbi- 
trary State Board to add on 52, or 78, or 96 
per cent after the assessment had been made, 
this practice yielded a very fair and uniform 
valuation. (2) The State valuation hereto- 
fore has applied only for the raising of the 


State and county taxes, which were 
never more than onethird of the 
city taxes paid by the property- 
owners inside the city. If there were irreg- 
ularities or discriminations in the county as- 
sessments, they were not so serious, as they 
affected only a small portion of the total 
amount of taxes paid. Now, however, when 
the Town Assessors have cut loose from the 
city assessment, and value the property of the 
city for themselves without any system, unless 
it be that of favoritism, blackmail, and re- 
venge, this irregular, corrupt, and discrim- 
inating valuation is the basis on which the 
sum total of taxation is distributed, and the 
outrage becomes burdensome and oppressive 
at every point. A man may have his State 
and county tax doubled without wincing bad- 
ly, provided that his city tax remains fair ; 
but when he finds the city tax as well as the 
county suddenly doubled or quadrupled with- 
out honest cause or reason, and the whole 
profits of his year’s business swept away by 
the scoundrelly assessment of rascally loafers 
playing Assessors, he stands at bay and fights 
the dogs who are trying to devour him. 

There has been so much talk in the news- 
papers for the past two years about the 
cost, rottenness, and disgrace of the Town 
Board nuisance that it has become an un- 
gracious duty to insist upon its abolition any 
more; but now that it is not simply a nui- 
sance at a direct public cost of $150,000 a 
year, but also involves the distribution of the 
entire State, county, town, aud city tax, 
amounting to over $7,000,000 a year in Chi- 
cago, it is probable that the tax-payers will 
awake to the importance of putting an end 
to it. The recollection of this year’s suffering 
and confiscation ought not to be permitted 
to pass ‘away, and there should be the proper 
preparaiion for voting the nuisance out of 
Cook County next November. In the mean- 
time, a plan may be prepared by which the 
Legislature shail provide a County Tax Com- 
missioner, with an Assessment Board like 
that formerly attached to the City Govern- 
ment. As it is now, there is some years but 
one day in which the tax-payers can apply 
for relief before the assessment is indorsed by 
the County Board of Equalization and sent 
up to the State Board to be doubled at their 
sweet will. ‘The system is radically wrong, 
and must be abolished altogether before any 
lasting relief can be obtained. 


TRENT VALLEY CANAL. 

Several years ago the promoters and friends 
of a canal from the Georgian Bay through 
Lake Simcoe and via the Trent River and the 
navigable lakes through which it runs to the 
Bay of Quinte, near the foot of Lake Onta- 
tario, furnished Tun Tano with the 
facts in regard to their favorite route, and 
they were duly published. By a letter 
from responsible gentlemen at Trenton, 
Ont., we learn that a charter was ob- 
tained last year from the Dominion Parlia- 
ment to build it. The charter is said to be 
a liberal one, allowing persons not citizens of 
Canada and foreign cities and corpora- 
tions to take stock, to be represented 
in its management, and generally to 
have all the control to which their stock, if 
Oanadians, would entitle them. Of the route 
it is claimed that ‘‘ there is a splendid line of 
inland waters, such as deep lakes and rivers, 
between the Georgian Bay and Bay of Quin- 
te, which can be opened up and made navi- 
gable by canals and locks at an outlay of only 


of which is already navigable, and 40 miles 
more need only deepening and widening, 
leaving but 30 miles to be cut and construct- 
ed.” 

It is also claimed that grain can be 
“shipped from Chicago to the head of the 
canal and unloaded into barges there for 5 
cents per bushel, aud thence the barges can 
be towed to Montreal for 3 cents per bushel, 
and perhaps 2 cents per bushel more for 
canal dues.” 

In view of these important facts, our cor- 
respondent thinks that Chicago ought to be 
willing to put a large amount of money in 
the project, and it is proposed to send a dep- 
utation here to explain the whole scheme to 
our merchants and business men, if it is 
thought they could be induced to take an 
active interest in the project. Candor com- 
pels us to say that such a delegation would 
not be likely to have the least effect. Among 
others, two conclusive reasons may be men- 
tioned. 

First, while the business of Chicago has 
been good, her citizens are still too heavily 
loaded down with obligations made on ac- 
count of our geat fire of 1871 and from the 
panic of 1873 to engage in any new enter- 
prises. They have no money for any such 
purposes. Second, the Dominion Govern- 
ment are enlarging the Welland Canal, and 
deepening and otherwise improving the St. 
Lawrence Canals to a capacity that will admit 
of the passage of vessels of 1,000 tons bur- 
den. «(hese great improvements are to be 
completed in three years, when it is be- 
lieved the freight on wheat and corn from 
Chicago to Montreal will thereafter be not 
more than 10 cents per bushel. Nothing, 
therefore, could be gained in freights by the 
West by the opening of the Trent Valley 
Canal. Her true policy is to wait and patron- 
ize the great works that the Dominion is 
opening to accommodate the vast trade of the 
States west of Lake Michigan. But if the 
Trent Valley can give us better facilities and 
cheaper rates than the Welland and St. Law- 
rence Canals, so much the better. The West 
in that case can give its friends the very best 
assurance of all the business it can possibly 
do. 


Mr. Cassius M. Crary, adopting the old 
Southern practice under which candidates 
always announced themselves, has given 
formal notice that his State (Kentucky) will 
present his name to the National Democratic 
Convention for the nomination for Vice-Pres- 
ident. Mr. Cray was formerly in the Repub- 
lican party, but left it when he was recalled 
from Russia, where he was the unpopular 
American representative for atime. He has 
reached the Democratic party through the 
vehicle of the so-called Liberal party, which 
barely lasted through one campaign. We 
have certainly no objection to the Democrat- 
ic nomination being conferred upon Mr. 
Crary, but Kentucky must not be too ambi- 
tious, It must be remembered that that 
State has a prominent candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for President, and it 
will hardly do for her to furnish the candi- 
dates for both sides.

Early in October, the Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity of the Methodist Episcopal Church South” 
was opened at Nashville. The history of its 
foundation is of interest. March 17, 1873, 
Commodore VaNDERBILT offered the projected 
institution a cash gift of $500,000, three-fifths 
of which was to be kept forever inviolate 
as an endowment fund. It wassoon found that 


the cost of the buildings, apparatus, etc., 
would exceed the $200,000 set apart for

five millions of dollars, and that the distance 
between these points is only 230 miles,—160 


them, March 24, 1874, the Commodore ad- 


ed $100,000 to the building fand. Even this 
was exceeded by $92,831.46. Last month, 
this sum, too, was subscribed by the Railway 
King, so that the University bearing his 
name opens its doors without a cent of debt, 
and with a fund of $300,000, yielding an in- 
come at 7 per cent of $21,000a year. The 
sum of Mr. VND nns donations has been 
$692,831. This vast sum has been given 
quietly. There has been no ostentation, no 
display, no fuss. With perhaps less of for- 
tune than WILIA B. Astor, Commodore 
VaNnDERBILT has given away more during his 
life than Astor could bear to take from his 
millions, even after his death. 


The annual statement of the production of 
precious metals on the American Continent 
west of the Missouri River, prepared under 
the supervision of tompetent authority, re- 
ports the product of the year 1575 at 
$80,899,037, which is an excess of nearly 
$6,500,000 over the product of the preceding 
year. The only comment we desire to make 
at this time is, that a nation which gets this 
amount of gold and silver out of its own ter- 
ritory by digging for them has no reasonable 
excuse for a further delay in placing its cur- 
rency on a specie-redemption basis. The 
product of a single year would be ample for 
all the National Banks to resume and main- 
tainn a specie-redemption that would insure 
a standard and unvarying currency. It is 
simply preposterous that a nation enjoying 
such advantages should be pestered and dis- 

with an irredeemable and vacillating 

ncy, dishonored before the world, and 
constantly confused in all its commercial re- 
lations. This annual statement of the 
American product of gold and silver should 
be printed in large letter» and posted on the 


desk of every Congressman as a reminder of 


how plain and easy a duty confronts him in 
providing to carry out the resumption pledged 
by the last Congress.

But the rate of change has been so 
slow, especially for quick-moving Chicago, that 
tot a few bave asked the question if we have 
not at last entered upon the adult phase of civic 
existence, and ceased to grow as of yore. 
That question must be answered in the nega- 
tive. We have ceased to bustle as much as we 
used to .do, and our well-known modesty has al- 
ways forbidden us to boast as other people do. 
The produce movement has fallen off somewhat, 
itis true; but that was because the West was 
more closely drained of her surpiue than usua 
at the beginning of the year. Chicago has done 
ner full share in handling the produce of the 
country around her. If she has done less, it is 
because there has been less to be done. In the 
other great departments,—in commerce and 
manufactures,—our city has made satisfactory 
progress, though not a few have compiained that 


business was never so duil before. The fact is 


that our merchants have got into the habit of 
rolling up the volume of. their business like a 
gathering snow-ball, so that anything lees than 
an annual inctease of 20 per ceut in profits is un- 
satisfactory. This can no longer be expected. The 
rapid increase of the past has invited so much 
business energy here that the incréased 
competition lessens the profits of individuals 
and firms, and the increase in the number of 
raden prevents so rapid aswellog of sales as 
‘ormerly. Then, too, there is areal piuch in 
the growing rate of taxation, which, superposed 
upon the payment of debts incurred four years 


+ ago, after the fire, straiténs the circumstances 


of many who would otherwise be flourishing in 
easy circumstances.. These facts repress the 
real estate movement, which has hitherto been 
00 much regarded as av index to the prosperity 
of the city. That branch of the business was 


ver done in the past, and the recovery to nor- 


mal conditions is necessarily slow. Yet, even 
there, convalescenée is well in progress, —the 
real estate market being much more healthy 
shan at any time in the two preceding years. 


People in the world outside are apt to think 


that the Chicago folks talk too much about the 


great fire—that we ought to have forgotten it at 


this late day. Thea forget that it burned a hole 
n our resources which bas not yet been 
made good. The vast sums necessarily 
porrowed to reduild and 
scarcely been cecovered from the 
of subsequent business, —especially as the hurry 
of rebuilding made a great deal of the work cost 
much more than it would have cost in ordinary 
times. But for the panic ot 1873, for which 
Chicago was in no way responsible, we should 
nave been all right ere this. The latter catas- 
ophe, coming on the heels of the first, was, in 
too man instances, like the second breaking of 
a limb that was not thoroughly healed after the 
first accident. The effects of both have, ho- 
Wer, nearly disappeared within the last few 
months. The dulibess which ensued as a reac- 
tion from overexertion has nearly passed away. 
The surplnsage of buildings has gradually filled 
ap and permitted the erection ot many others. 


The vacant stores are now occupied. except afew 


on one avenue, in a new channel which business 


has persistently refused to follow. The manu- 


facturing interests, which, stimulated to un- 
wonted activity in 1872, felt the stroke of the 
panic with double 20 now show a satisfactory 


rate. of improvement, though some establish- 
ments are not working to their full capacity. 
principally those dependent on the iron interests 


of the country. Our hotels have filled up. Our 
merchants bave increased their connections on 
every hand, and rolled up & greater volume of 
business than ever knowd before in the history 
of thé city, The carrying interest has suffered; 
but even that has not been an unmixed evil; it 
has cheapened the cost of nearly everything to 
the consumer, and thus added to the wealth of 
the dwellers in that-vast section of country the 
welfare of which is identical with that of Chi- 
dago. f 

We close the old year, and enter on the new, 
with bright prosperts. There is no promise of 
that inflation which has brought disaster in the 
past. On the contrary, the foundations of our 
prosperity as s city are broadening gradual lv and 
surely; and not thie least proof of that is found 
in the facility which is exhibitea by our people 
in adapting themselves to the ever-altering con- 
ditions of trade which are developed in our c 
mercial history. : f

in the former aceeptation of the word, were 
things unknown, except as matters of history. 
Chicago has done her full share in handling 
the products of the great West behind her, and 
bas gained on her competitors in some respects ; 
more confidence being manifested in the charac- 
ter of her wares than ever before. There are 
other causes for the apparent retrogres- 
sion above noted. The crops of Europe 
were unusually good in 1874, with a fair 
yield in 1875, so that the people on the other 
side of the Atlantic needed less of our bread- 
stuffs than in former years. Then, too, thé absence 
of corner excitements on the scale previously 
witnessed did not invite to a rapid shipment 
hither, and especially did not create high 
pressure diversions from other interior markets. 
The reverse of this was the case in 1874 especi- 
ally in corn, which, combined with what were 
then abnormally low lake freights to the East. 
made it impossible for Peoria and other points 
to operate as they had pnitherte done. The 


| Eastern States have taken rather liberally of our 


prodace, and the South has taken copiously of 
provisions, but leas of our breadstuffs, as several 
of the Southern States, which used to draw 
largely from the Northwest, now raise all the 
corn they require, and at least one bas a surplus 
of grain. 

The most gratifying/feature in the produce 
trade of Chicago during the past year, is the 
steady but rapid increase of our order trade from 
distant points. It is true that New England has 
taken less corn—bocause she has wauted less, 
the depression of her manufacturing interests 
having made that section a comparatively poor 
customer. But both Europe and the Southern 
States now send a large percentage of their or- 
ders here, direct, and the last few months of the 
year witnessed a great jncrease in the volume of 
our direct exports, Chicago long since took the 
custom of New Eogland away from New York, 
aod now that of Europe is following suit. No 
small proportion of this business flows through 
New York City, but more than ever bas been di- 
verted from that point to other cities on the sea- 
board, and New York is awakenivg to the fact, 
and trying to remedy it. In 1874 she accom- 
plished a most important reform io the manage- 
ment of the Erie Canals, the lateral ditehes being 
practically divorced from the main trunk. Now 
she has her own system of grain inspection, and 
) bids fair to abolish the iniquitous practice of re- 
packing pork—all in answer to the imperative 
demands of the cousuming world, which always 
tries to buy iu the best and cheapest market, 
however much @ part of it may theorize about 
protection. 

The attitude of our city in this respect is a 
grand one. Situated at the focus of the great 
network of gailroads along which the produce 
of the West finds its outlet, Chicago gathers it 
in, and masses it in readiness to forward in 
bulk td the consumer. She offers it at the low- 
est possible original cost, and in such quantities 
that large orders can be filled without causing 
more than a mere ripple on the surface of the 
stream of current quotations. Hence the buyer 
does not put up prices on himself. Then she 
offers to the European purchaser the choice of 


him to take that which for the moment offers 
the best terms of tradosportation. And, better 
than all this, he knows that he can get the origi- 
nal article in Chicago. If he buys pork here he 
can confidently count upon having the total 
avails bf 190 Ibs of green meat, and does not 
lose 5@10 tbs out of each barrel on the seaboard. 
If he purchase No. 2 wheat here he knows that 
be will receive what he has paid for; whereas 
in New York he has paid for Chicago No. 2 
spriag, and receives wheat that never graded 
above No. 3 in this city. He aleo avoids the 
high charges levied by New York commission 
men oh produce purchased at that port to order, 
as well as several intermediate charges whicb are 
unn y, though they be not extortionate. 
The tremendous growth of speculative trading 
in proſluce, noted in our last anoual review, has 
been continuous, With the exception of one or 
two lalls, that class of trading was very active 
all througb the year. So great has been the rash 
of transactions for future delivery, in many of 
which/cases the seller does not care to deliver 


the property, nor the buyer to receive it (though. 


tue actual delivery is always to be made unless 
the transaction be settled before the maturity of 
the cemtract), tust it has been found necessary 
to call into existence a new order of beings to 
meet the exigencies of the ever-increasing vol- 
ume of business. We allude to the Riog 
Clerks,” who meet every morning at a kind of 
cleariig-house gathering in the exchange room 
to settle up, and transfer the differences on, the 
traded made by their principals on the previous 
day. By means of this arrangement the mem- 
bers t the Board of Trade are able to transact 
a much larger volume of business, and with the 
use of less capital than before, as the new order 
of things obviates the necessity of actual trans- 
fer of the property in the great majority of 
cases; 

Asis well known in commercial circles, only a 
small percentage of these trades are made by 
members on their own account. Some are made 
for parties in the city, but by far the greater 
number are to the order of people in other 
cities) or scattered all through the country dis- 
tricta, The continued depression of the mauu- 
facturing interests all over the United States, 
and the geceral prostration pf the real estate 
busi ress, bas kept free large sums of money, for 
‘which there was little or no demand in the loan 
markt, and formed a powerful incentive to use 


it in gpeculation. A few years ago this surplus 


‘cash, then comparatively small in amount, found 
its Way into Wall street, New York. But a great

The click of 
the telegraphic apparatus daily brings numerous: 
ordeés to buy or sell from nearly every town of 
note in the United States and Canadas. and from 
hundreds of minor places, where people are each 
day anxiously awaiting every pulsation of the 
wires that tells of the variation of 36 of a cent in 
the Chicago markets, Not a rain-cloud forms 
over any spot on the continent but it sends its 
to buy, and every blush of fine weather at 
any pointis sure to bring out orders to sell,— 
though the contrary effects are not seldom wit-

Passing by the arguments for the legitimacy 
of this kied of trading (much could be said in 
its favor), we merely remark that, while it has 
been built up around the greatest real business 
in producé in the world, it does much to build 
up and conserve that busivess. And this 18 be- 
causé it insures the existence of a market for 
cash produce under any and all circumstances.

ern States and Europe took their supplies, al- 
most exclusively, from the wholesale dealers on 
the seaboard. Gradually that trade left the At- 
lantic coast and centred in Chicago, except that 
St. Louis retained a prominent position as a 
vender of flour made from winter wheat. The 
number of country mille, and their capacity for 
production, bas latcerly increased so much tbat 
Chicago was unable to sell all that they pro- 
duced, and the miliers then sent out agents to 
arrange for directly supplying the wants of East- 
ern retailers and bakers. The surplas they sent 
here and its volume was greater thao required 
to meet the demand, which had been diminished 
by the custom they had taken from us. Mean- 
while the dealers of this city bed reached out 
past New York and Boston, and built up a direct 
trade with Europe. Latteriy some of the coun- 
try/millers have catered for that too; and 
Illinois mills pow ship their flour direct through 
this city to consumers in Glasgow and Liver- 


Toe Eastern wholesale trade has really suffered 
more than ours quder this chaoge in the #itua- 
tion, so that Chicago hes fully heid her own as 
compared with other points, though the greatest 
part of the New England trade, a considerable 
portion of that of New York state, and some of 
the European, is now supplied directiy from the 
Western mille.

through this city shows a gradual failing off. It 
baa decreased for three years past, but the de- 
crease in that time seems than it would 
be if a longer od were taken for comparison, 
as 1873 was a banner year in that trade. Our 
table of the movement for the past three years 
fails, however, to show t full extent of decline 
in the trade, ger percen of the 
receipts and shipments were billed through this 
city in 1575 than ever before. This is partially 
com by a larger volume of local trade;

to city consumers, but to the adjacent 
country, including neighbornog States whose 
peipal wheat crop is ot the winter variety. 
‘he winter wheat crop of 1875 was a compara- 
ti o tailure, and thousands of heretofore con- 
sumers of winter wheat flours, bere and eise-

PATENT FLOURS. 

The change in thie direction has been hasten- 
ed by the great improvements receutly made in 
the maucfacture of flours from spring wheat. 
Not much less than 20 per cent of ail the flours 
ground in Mionesota are made by the patent“ 
process, which gives a X r. that is generally 
acknowledged to be equal to the flout made from 
the best ot winter wheat, and by many is. con- 
ceded to be superior to it. ‘ibe ** paten:s are 
now ia first-class demand, both for home use 
and for shipment. 

A good many Michigan winters have been sold 
in this city within the past twelve mouths, la 
place of the winters Ordinarily growa to the 
south of Chicago. 

6 cuaracter of the wheat crop has militated 
agaiust the flour trade of the West, especially 
since the time ot harvest. Ihe winter wheat 
was generally so damp as to give a decided 
„ground smell” to the flour. It was soon found 
that this smell bakes ou“, and thea there was a 
moderate demaud for immediate use, but buyers 
were suspicious that such flour cannot be de- 

ended upon to keep into the warm weather, or 
bear shipment to uthe:n points. A similar 
suspicion has existed with regard to the spring 
wheat. Dealers knew that a large part of that 
crop was secured in bad order, and have 
been afraid lest there should de 80 
much of an admixture of low grades by the 
miller as to make the flour unsafe to store. For 
tuis reason the purchasing of the past few 
months bas been of a * band-to-mouth ” char- 
acter. It promises to improve now that the low- 
ese wheat bas been mostly moved out of the 

est. 


COURSE OF THE MARKET. 

During the past four mouths of the year the 
trade was very dull, the demand beiog limited to 
the local dealers. Fair to good ehippipg extras 
ranged eacly at 54.00 f. 40, and gr ly un- 
proved to 34.50@5.00 by the opening of naviga- 
tion. A good export demand then sprung up, 
and prices advanced to $4.50@5.50 in May, then 
fell off co @4.25@4.85 early in Juve, with a tem- 
porary lull in the demand.

With these exceptions 
the trade was exceedingly duil during the last 
few months of the year, the closing quotations 
being #4.00@4.50. The average of 1875 was 
64.9. . against 85.01 in 1874. 

FREIGHTS AND COMMI#SIONS. 

The saving of a small commission ov sales is, 
in small cases, the only saving to the consumer. 
who buys direct from the mills, and not always 
that. as the competition among sellers in the 
open market has not infrequently led to cou- 
cessions in price which exceeded tne selling 
charges. Some Eastern buyers have found this 
out already, and recently resumed the sending 
of their orders to this Market. Our sysiem of 
inspection is a valuable feature, and tommends 
Chicago as a market wherever the system is un- 
derstood. It is more highly vaiued in tne East 
than any Eastern inspection. The article is in- 
spected just as it is, without grading, the cer - 
tificate stating that it is sound (if it be so), of 
fuli weight, and equal to sample. 

Our market was vot so much discriminated 
against, in the matter of treighte, till towards 
winter, as in some former years, in the 
autumn the reilroads leading. East charge . 
20c more on flour than for its equivalent weigh, 
in wheat. Their excuse was that they were 
forced to carry grain at non-paving rates by the 
competition of water routes, The position was 
soon abandoned, but not before a considerable 
check had been suffered by the flour trade. A 
few weeksago it became known that the rail- 
roads were actually ing flour from Milsau- 
kee and other points, through Chicago, to the 
East at less rates than those charged from this 
city.

TUE MOVEMENT OF WHEAT 
thrimgh this city was less than u 1874, tnougn 
oaidg was larger in 1875 than in any pre- 
ear in the history of thetrade. The mar- 
kes las taken nearly the same range, No. 2 vary- 
ing from 83c@$1.31, being a difference of 48c 
ag — the highest and lowest prices of the 
year, on the speculative grade. In 1874 the range 
was 81}¢c@#1.28'¢, the difference of the ex- 
tremes being 47c. In 1873 the finctustion was 
59c, the wider fluctuations being chiefly due to 
the pavic of September in that year. The aver. 
age price was 61.17% in 1873, and €1.08%j in 
1874. The average price of straight No. 2 last 
year was #1.02'¢, but the depression in the sell- 
lug price of the entire receipts was much great- 
er than indicated by comparing those figures 


with 61.08%. A much larger percentage of the 
new crop inspected into the lower grades 
than im any previous year sines the 
days of stumptail. During the firet month of re- 
ceipts on the new crop, the aggregate of Nos. 1 
and 2 epring was barely more thaa 39 per cent of 
the whole; by the close of October it had siow- 
ly improved to a little more than 60 per cent. 
THE RELATIVELY LOW PRICE 

was partially due to an absence of corners, and 
partly to a lessened demand for export.

DIRECT ORDERS FROM EUROPE 

have been unusually small, as already stated, 
though the shortage there was acknowiedged to 
be a large one. Dealers on the other side of the 
Atlantic waied to have the grain offered to them, 
and the supply was so liberal taat their markets 
were generaliy weak, till towards the close of 
inland navigation. The previous crop was ao 
abundant ove, and the granaries of the Old 
World were full, so that w the surplus of the 
West began to move in upon them prices went 
down, California winter wheat selling as low as 
44 shillings per quarter in London. Io the 
summer a good demand spruug up. Euro- 
pean buyers took little stock iu the re- 
ports from the United States, as they 
argued that this country is too large to suffer in 
the ate from local bed weather. But sev- 
eral storms swept over the Britian Isles just be- 
fore time of harvest, laying many of their 
wheat;fields several feet under water, and to this 
was added tbe camor that Russia was also afilict- 
ed in the same way. A few importers bought up 
all the wheat offered in England and on our sen- 
board, and several orders came to*Chicageo ; but 
the alarm was soon over. Ip the latter part of

HIGHWINES. 

THE COURSE OF THE MARKET FOR HIGHWINES 
has been marked by unusual excitement during 
1875, Owing first to an increase in the tax, the 
bill for which was passed early in March, and 
secondly to thé already well reported whisky 
seizures, which were made in this city on the 


10th of May. The market opened in January at 


960 per gallon, declined to 93c the last week in 
that month, rose to $1.10 early in February un- 
der the anticipation of an increase in the tax, 
which brought ont speculative buyers long before 
the passage of the bill was assured, receded to 
$1.04 in the middle of that month, and advanced 
to $1.10 early in March, when the bill was 
passed. It ranged at $1.08@1.12 during that 
month, the market being sometimes depressed 
by the fact of large stocks hich bad been man- 
ufactured to take advautage of the change in the 
rate of taxation, and rosé to $1.14 at the end of 
April. The first week iu May it sold at $1.13, 
and bad advanced to 61. 15 on the ever-memor- 
able 10th of that month. The price then quick- 
ly rose to $1.18, ahd went back to $1.16 by the 
middle of May; then down to $1.15, and ranged 
at 51. 160 1. 17 through July, with s slight excep- 
tion on the th. The third week in August it 
touched 1. 194, the highest point of the year, 
and gradually receded to 1. 12 on Oct. 25. A 
slight reaction to $1.13 was followed bys fur- 
ther drop to $1.09 in December, and closed at 
#1.09. The average price of the year was about

EFFECT OF THE SEIZURES ON TRADE. 

It was generally expected that legitimate trade 
would be bené@fited by the seizures, but such 
was not the case. There was so much old“ 
stock On sale, waiting fora market, as to nee 
prices down to barely the coat of production, an 
trade was hampered by the uncertainty at- 
tending the movement of goods. Eastern buy- 
ers wanted wines, but they aleo wanted a Aude 
antee that the property would not be seiz 
—Wwhich guarantee could not be given. 
In consequence, 4 great deal of trade 
went to Cincinnati and other points at which no 
seizures had been made, that would otherwise 
have to come to Chicago. The last seizure near 
the close of the 4 has caused very little differ- 
ence in the mar 

The demand for export to Europe was poor 
most of the year, Owing to the relatively high 
price of corn, which made whisky dear irrespect- 
ive of tax. With. the decline of corn in Novem- 
ber it became possible to supply the European 
markets with wines, and a rather animated trade 
sprung up, some of the orders sent here having 
to be filled in other cities, as the Chicago supply 
was not equal to the increased demand. Arrange- 
ments will probably be made early in this year 


on the other side of thé Atlantic, witnout the in- 
tervention of merchants on our seaboard. |

) THE YEAR JUST CLOSED 
was a remarkably favorable one for the dairying 
interests.

The stock 
was retailed at prices ranging from 9120 per ton 
for the poorest corn to #275@290 per ton for the 
choicest hurl. The high prices bronght out all 
the old corn that had been stored in 
the country for years, and stimulated planting 
to an extent surnassed only in the 
year 1870. The unexpectedly large receipts of 
remains of old crops, and the prospect of over- 
production in 73, caused the market to weaken 
in May; and since then prices have declined 
$80@100 per ton, the decline having deen con- 
tinuous since the arrival of new coro, and moat 
severe in common grades. About 350,00 scres 
were planted in 1875 against 33,439 acres in 
1874; but the yield per acre was smaller, aud 
the crop in quantity was not above a fair aver- 
age. and in quality inferior, being deficient in 
the higher grades of burl. f 
MUCH OF THE SEED PLANTED 

failed to germinate, especially in the new lands 
of the West; and fully one-half the crop io 
Ohio was destroyed by floods. The Central II- 
linois crop was also badly injured.

The fashionable fabrics of the séason 
were manufactured principally of coarse and 
medium woodls, the demand for which has’ kept 
ell up to the supply, while fine fleeces have 
u almost neglected, though within the past 
three months there has been a alight reaction in 
their favor. The season cioses with a 
moderate stock left over in the hands 
of dealers apd raisers. New wools étart- 
ed bigh in the country, and Eastern manufac- 
turers, unwilling to pay the prices asked, 
bought more of the Pacific Slope wools. Dur- 
iog the firet four months of 1875 there was an 
active Western demand for wool at high prices, 
and the stock in this market was exbausted be- 
fore the time fer the new clip. One firm in this 
city actually imported 50,000 We from Bos- 
ton to supply Western manufacturers, This is 
believed to be the firat time in the history of the 
trade that wool has been brought here from the 
Atlautio States. 
PRICES FOR MEDIUM AND DELAINE 
wools average about the same as in 1874. 
The Western clip was perhaps a little emaller. 
and in some locaiities inferior in quality: the 
staple, owing to temporary scarcity of feed, be- 
ing weak in places.

GREEN FRUITS. 
THE TRADE IN GREEN FRUITS 

is enlarging every year, and Chicago is now one 
of the largest markets in the country, receiving 
fruits from nearly half the States of the Union, 
Canada, the West Indies, Ceutral America, and 
Southern Europe. The sales of foreign and do- 
mestic fruits are estimated at 63, 000.000. Na- 
tive fruits were not so abundant as in 1874, and 
generally soldat higher prices. There wae a 
large crop of strawberries, which sold at low 
figures, while other berries, except blueberries, 
were got so plentiful; The Western crop of 
peaches wasa failure, but the deficiency was 
supplied by New Jersey, Maryland, and 
Delaware, all of \ which i had enormous 
crops, that of the latter State 
alone being 8,872,786 baskets. The market 
was flooded with the Eastern fruit, which gener- 
ally arrived in ‘poor condition, and frequently 
sold for scarcely enough to pay freight charges ; 
hence the experiment proved to be an unfortu- 
nate one for the shippers. Pears and plums 
were abundant. The crop of grapes was smaller, 
and the Michigan fruit did not ripen well, owing 
to the unfavorable weather iu the early autumn, 
and much of the Ohio crop went East; heute 
prices for choice fruit averaged a shade higher 
than in 74. The apple crop was handled at a 
fair profit. The Michigan crop was larger and of 
finer quality than was at first expected, and 
Western New York had a good harvest, but most 
of it went to supply the deficiéncy in other parts 
of the East, and a portion of the Michigan fruit 
to replace the loss in Ohio. The winter fruit 


stored bere has kept poorly, owing to the wild 


weather. Prices were higher than in 74, rang- 
ing for car-lots of selected winter fruit from 
$3.00@3.35. The sales of , apples in 
this market exceed $1,000,000. The oran- 
berry: crop of the country was estimated 
at 210,000 du. against: 250,000 bu 
in 1874 aod 275,000 bushels in the two preceding 
ears. The praguction was smaller in all the 
arge cranberry-raising States except New Jer- 
sey, the Northwest being particularly unfortu- 
nate, the vines having been badly damaged by 
the hard winter and vine-worm, and the small 
crop left was cut off by severe frosts in August 
and September. The local market has been 
supplied with Cape Cod aod New Jersey fruit, 
aud depressed by liberal offerings of the injured 
Western berries ; but the stock of choice fruit 1s 
limited, and prices for such have rauged from 
#10.00 to $11.50 per barrel. * 
THE TRADE IN CALIFORNIA FRUITS 
was smaller than in 1874, but more profitable. 
About 125 car-loads, chiefly of pears, were re- 
ceived and disposed of in this market. The Cal- 
ifornia crop was small but of excellent quality, 
and the fruit came through in niuch better con- 
dition than in other seasons. Prices were a lit- 
tle higher than in 1874, the average for pears 
being about $3.00 per box. 
More foreign fruits were handled than in 1874, 
but at lower prices. The was a very bad 
one for Eastern importera, Who imported large 


quantities of oranges ana lemons, with prices 


constantly declining, aud often undersold the 
European market. Local dealers purchased sup- 
plies in New York instead of importing direct, 
as some did in the previous F anes Lemons aver- 
age about 86 per box. Pine apples were very 
abundant, and sold at extremely low prices. 
About the usual quantity of Malaga grapes, 
bananas, aod other tropical fruits were sold in

WHATEVER VICISSITUDES 

other branches of business may be subjected to, 
the growth of our fish trade is steady and vigor- 
ous, thé volume of sales for 1875 having been 
fully 15 per cent larger than for apy previous 
year. But notwithstanding the materially 
increaged distribution, the season has not 
been as profitable as some of its pre- 
decessots. . 4 brisk local tdmpetition 
served to keep prices at relatively low figures, 
and left a comparatively small margin for 
profits; but taken all in all the season may be 
set down as a fairly satisfactory one to the job- 
bing trade.

LAKE FISHERIES 
have been attended with average success, and 
the stocks in store here, it is thought, are sufli- 
ciently large to insure a continuance of moder- 
ate prices uatil the opening of the fishing 
season of 1876. With the exception of mackerel, 
the supply of 

7 SALTWATER FISH ‘ 
bas been ample, and low prices have prevailed 
througuout the seagon. The mackerel fisheries 


were almost @ failure. The total catch . 


was but a little more than ons- 
half as. large as for 1874, and as a 
consequence extreme prices have ruled. Since 
the middie of August, by which time the extent 
ok the season's catch could be pretty definitely 
determined, the quotations have been advanced 
fully $13 per bri], the present price for No. 1 
shore being #25. Some idea of the importance 
of the mackerel fishery may be gained from the 
fact that within the past five years there were 
inspected and sold for coasumption, in Massa- 
chusetts alone, over 1,100,000 bris.

Our dealers 
have sometimes been obliged to sell at prime 
cost in order to compete with stocks which the 
exigencies of business at the East made i: neces 
sary to offer at a sacrifice... The market 
has ruled heavy from excessive offerings, 


especially of domestic goods. The extent 
of the depression may be -iuferred from 


the fact that standard prints sold in December 
at 7e per yard, against 9'¢c, which was the 
ruling price in 1874, and before. the War—they 
are 20 per cent lower than fifteen years ago. 
Similarly, standard brown muslins have declined 
from Ilie in 1874, to 9@94¢0 at the Close of 1875. 
This decline is especially severe, as cotton goods 
were already 10@20 per cent lower at the close 
of 1874 than a year previously, and woolen 
goods had also ruled very weak as a consequence 
of over-production. The manouf&cturers at the 
East are now most of them running some on 
short time, and the offerings are considerably 
reduced except in unbleached cottons, which are 
in excess. Brown goods have been worked 


down rather iow—the surplus of which bas been 
chiefly ret :ced by exportations to Europe of 


‘sheetings, shirtings, and drills. Recently efforts 


have been made to sell bleached goods also on the 
other side of the Atiantic—with moderate suc- 
con. 
DIRECT IMPORTATIONS, 
About all the foreign dry goods now sold in 
this market are imported direct by our Chicago 
merchants, who now have resident agents at all 


the principal manufacturing centres of Europe 


as well as the United States. As a consequence 
the minimum of cost in transportation and 


bandling is secured, with the additional advan- 


tage that all the latest novelties are now offered 
here as soon as on the seaboard. Our stocks of 
foreign goods are thus opened out to buyers 
fresh and good, as well 46 cheaply. There are 
few interior buyers who do uot now understand 
that they save 1!<@2 per cent in freights by pur- 
chasing: here, apd they act accordingly. 

_~ “THE PAST YEAR HAS WITNESSED 
a further large increase in the trade with the 
Southwest, particularly with Texas aud New 
Mexico. The opening up of new lines in that 
direction, within the past two or three years, 
has enabled our merchants to send large quan- 
tities of goods where they never sold before, 
And the people in those sections are now in a 
prosperous condition, the whole South having 
raised good crops, 80 they-can not only afford to 
take large bills of 8 but to pay for 
them promptly, for which Chieago dealers 
hold out superior indacements. The volume 
of our. trade which goes in that 
direction, past St. Louis. will compare favorably 
with the entire sales of tha dry goods merchants 
of that city. It is ow well-estaovlished fact that 
Chicago ean undersell St. Louis almost at her 
very doors. 2 
SHORT CREDITS, 

Thepanic of 1873 pressed heavily upon some of 
our dry goods jobbers, but it really did good to 
the trade, by emphasizing the lesson already 
partly learnt,—that long credits mean big bills 
as well as losses by depreciation op stocks whieh 
go out of fashion before they can be sold. For- 
merly the interior merchant bought twice a year, 
visiting New York or Chicago for the purpose, 
and his biils ran six months, requiring the use of 
a very eres capital, and the charging of high 
profits the city jobber to cover risk as well 
as interest. Now country buyer makes his 
purchases every month or two, or follows the 
example of the city jobbers, who are constantly 
repleuishing their stocks, and he pays as he 
goes. The consequence is that the interior mer- 
chant has comparatively few stale goods on 
hand. His articles are fresh, and not loaded 
with credits and the expenses of a long journey. 
Lees capital is required in the city to transact 
an equal volume of business, and the buyer 
feels the effects of this in prices. And this is 
peculiarly favorable to Chicago, as orders can be 
filled here promptly, saving the time required to 
trau⸗ goods from the seacoast. ew Lork 
has shortened her lines of credit, in defer- 
ence to our Western system, but in so doing has 
taken away the only inducement which formerly 
drew Western buyers thither. Very many of 
those who bought in New York before the panic 
pow send all their orders here, apd the number 
of those changes is continually swelling, while 
none leave this cityto trade elsewhere, after 
having experienced the advantages of trading in 


Chicago.

WHITE AND FANCY DRY GOODs. 

Trade in this department of the wholesale dry 
goods business exhibits a decided growth. The 
greater portion of the gain during 1875 is per- 
ceptible in the wide-spread country trade, In 
the jobbing and manufacturing of fancy and 
gentlemen’s furnishing goods Chicago holds an 
enviable position. In the amount of white 
goods which annually pass through the hands of 
city ir Ch stands second to no other 
city in the United States, several of the largest 
Eastern factories having agencies at this point. 
This, together with the large stock which is an- 
nually manufactured here, makes the total trade 
a very important one. The capital upon which 
the business was conducted in 1874 was about 
#450,000, and the value of annual products in 
the neighborhood of $1,400,000. 

“During the past year the capital invested has 
remained at snbstantially.the same figures, while 
the total annual sales ‘have swelled to nearly 
#3,000,000. The trade of 1875 has, aside from 
the advantage gained in the increased business, 
been a much more profitable one than that of 
the immediate preceding year, owing to the fact 
that the sales have been mostly for cash, notes 


on long time being almost invariably refused. 


More trouble is experienced by the dry-goods 


jobbers of this eity in the matter of collections 
than by almost any other department of trade, 
as the greater number of orders are from 
the smaller dealers of the West, who 
are comparatively slow in realizi Om their 
goods, and therefore expect undue lenien- 
cy from the wholesale jobbers. The credit 
principle, however, has proven 132 
unprofitable, and has consequently

THE WHOLESALE DEALERS IN CROCKERY,

BUILDING MATERIALS. 

‘THE DEMAND FOR BUILDING MATERIALS 
was as large, if not larger, than in the preced- 
ing year; but the business has been conducted 
on & very small margin, and. taking into con- 
sideration the difficulty in making follections, 
the season was not profitable. Common brick. 
hime, and. some other materials have sold below 
cost of production, and several parties have 


succumbed, or voluntarily retired from the. 


business, so that the year closes with a little 
better prospect for the surviving firms. 

The season was a very bad one for making 
brick. Thousands were destroyed while in 
process of manufacture by the incessant showers 
jn summer, this adding to the cost of prodné- 
tion; and prices, though ranging about thie 
zame as in 1874, averaged lower.

1874. This shows an increase of 74 
per cent in the money actually received, while 
the volume of goods bandied to produce this re- 
sult was not far from 20 per cent greater than 
that of the ing year. This exhibit is a 
gratifying one, especially when gauged against 
the complaints made by so many that trade was 
dull. It is still more satisfactory if we remem- 
ber that most other cities in the Union appear to 
bave taken a step 
‘ward; and there js probably not one that can 

‘ show so great a percentage of gain. 

THE CAPITAL EMPLOYED 

tn the conduct of the above business is about 
£63, 200,000, or 2144 per cent of the sales, against 
£58.000,000 in 1874. This ® not include the 
zapital invested in other places, as New York 
and the lumber regions, in connection with 
dusiness in this city. 


MANUFACTURES. 


The manufacturing interests of the city, 
‘hough not yet recovered fully from the effects 
of the panic, exhibit s general steady growth, 
which is far more promising for the future than 
he spasmodic activity in many departments 
that followed the great fire. Nearly all de- 
yartments show an increase in activity and pro- 
iuetion, and nearly all the exceptions are due to 
ibe operation of causes which have affected 
ther places at least equally with Chicago. If 
the business of hog-packing has dragged here, 
it has fallen off even more at Cincinnati, St. 
„Louis, Milwaukee, and other points, the hogs 
pot being ready to come in Our iron manufac- 
tures are not yet working to their full capacity, 
dut they have kept full pace with the growth of 
the country. and indicate an era of returning 
prosperity, though we may not experience the 
feverish excitements due to the last War, and the 
- spirit of speculation which swept over the land 
jp the wake of the destroying angel. 

There has been no general reduction in wages, 
yuch as was recorded for 1874, and the working 
vlasses have been more fully employed, though 
there are still too many among us who have not 
foand full employment. The continuous im- 
provements in machinery for the saving of man- 
nal labor have been rather severely felt by the 
working “claéees in one or two departments, but 
In the whole the demand for goods has more 
wan increased -vith the facilities of manufacture.

Besides 
the thirty-dhe, there’ are several smaller firms 


on commission in the city. or buy green meats 
from the packers and cure them. 

There are now eight firris who kill and pack 
on direct orders from Eftrope, aud six of (those 
houses do so exclusively, never offering their 
product omgihe market bere. They chiefly turn 
out lard and meats, the latter being put up in 
such form as best suits the English markets. 
These firms employ some 300 bands during the 
busy season, and full half that number during 
the remainder of the year. Ihe capital employ- 


houses have facikties for cutting nearly 10, 000 
hogs per day. 

Two new houses have been added during the 
past year, and three others have euiarged. The 
full capacity of the trade is now about 

FIFTY THOUSAND HOGS PER DAY, 
which would keep 6,000 men busy, in ail depart- 
ments, during the four winter months, if the 
hogs came forward fast enough. As it ia, only 
about 5,050 men find employment at present. 
and they do hot make full time. It is believed 
that they will be more busy after the new year, 
as hogs will be marketed more rapidly. Those 
that have come forward show a © gain in 
weight, having been better fattened than a year 
ago, so that the total product of the calendar 
year will foot up a little more than that of 1874. 
though the country has been backward in sup- 
plying the raw material. 
DURING THE SEASON 3 
of 1873-71 there were packed in this city 1.659, 
436 hive, and 30,912 dressed. Total, 1,690,348 
hogs. The product included 262,675 bris pork, 
and 197,038 tes lard,” besides meats. The pro- 
duction of pork and lard was wonderfully stimu- 
lated by an immense speculative demand. They 
are not being made in such great proportion this 
winter, meats having the preference in the mau- 
ufacture. Europeaus do not want our barreled 
pork to any extent, and their demand for lard is 
variable, but they are steady customers for 
meats, and so is the South. The pork is largely 
used by lumbermen and sailors, but a great deal 
of last winter’s pork. was smoked into bacon, 
after the speculative fraternity had grown tired 
of handling it.

The above figures show that more than one-

: | BEEFePACKING. 

Althougu the demand for beef product has 
been exceedingly good throughout the vear, the 
season has not been a profitabie one to the regu- 
lar packers, who deal almost exclusively with 
through (Texan) cattle. The existing high 
freight tariff from the West to this point is the 
chief cause of detriment to our packers. The 
above will scarcely apply to those firms who 
pack throughout the year, as they do not 
slanghter on their own account, but purchase 
from the Jeading wholesale markets of the city 
whatever stock may be left unsold at the close 
of the daily business. In this way the packers 
are enabled to purchase the beef at a heavy dis- 
‘count on the regular market price, and at the 
same time procure as prime a quality of meat as 
they could were they to connect the business of 
slaughtering with that of packing. There are

IRON AND STEEL, 
A GOOD RECORD, 

Chicago bas attained great prominence as an 
iron and steel manufacturing centre, and sur- 
prise the people of other places, where this 
branch of industry was established much earlier 
than here. Till within afew years, New York, 
Philadelphia, and other Eastern cities had prin- 
cipally supplied the _contingntal market with 
their iron and steel produ dictated price 
lists accordingly. 
The superiority of our mechanical appliances, 
the experienced skill of our workmen, and the 
reasonable cost of our labor, have proven con- 


_clusive arguments in favor of the West. Of late 


years the demand for steel has become a recog- 
nized necessity. The different railroad comps- 
nies of the country, appreciating the superiority 
of steel-rails over iron ones, have each season 
done their repairing, and mcde their extensions, 
with rails of Bessemer steel, and it is presumed 
that only a few years will elapse before the last 
iron-rail will bave disappeared from all our 
priocipal railroads. 
INCREASED ACTIVITY. f 

The manufacturers of iron have deen quite 

active the year, the increase in annual pro- 


in dollars and cents. The finer es of the 
trade ba ve been largely stimulated by a steadily 
increasing Western demand, and. as the surpius 
ore mined in 1873 bas gradually been worked off, 
it may reasonably, be presumed that the iron 
market of 1876 wili rule more. steady and the to- 
tal annual sales exhidit a much larger increase 
than is shown at the present writing.

The foreign 
trade in agricultural implements is slowly on the 
increase, and Chicago manufacturers control the 
bulk of this portion of the business.

CAR AND BRIDGE MANUFACTURERS 
report a small decrease in the total volume of 
business, as measured in dollars and cents, the 
falling off being attributed to the price of ma- 
terial, which has ruled a shade lower, 
and, corfsequentiy, the selling price has 
correspondingly low. The quan- 
tity of material turned ont, however, 
is about the same as was manufactured in the 
previous year; fifty street-cars, sixteen pas- 
es, 120 box-cars, and 190 flat cars is 
the result @ the year’s work. Most of the West 
Side, and many of the South Side, street-cars 
are manufactured in Chicago. The bridge- 
works of the city have not as vet become firmly 
enough established to command a very heavy 
trade, but they are favorably known in the 
East, and have filled contracts for large quan- 
tities of work in nearly ail sections of the coun- 
try.

This department has, as usual, been quite ac-

double that of 1870. Although the lumber trade 
of the entire country is at present in a compara- 
tively sluggish condition, owing evidently to 
over- production, the lumbertien of the West do 
not seem disposed to decrease the manufacture.

BRICK AND STONE. 
NINETEEN PER CENT INCREASE 
in the aggregate annual production is reported, 
though the number of workers employed is 3 
percent less. The total production of brick for 
1875 is estimated at aboat 200,000,000. o an- 
nual production of brick has varied widely dur- 
ing the past few seasons. The year succeeding 
the great fire the production was 367,000,000, 
against 97,000,000 for the previous year. 
In 1873 it decreased to 178,000,000. 
For 1874 the total production was esti- 
mated at 200,000,000, the same number as in 
1875. About 3,000,009 brick have been turned 
out atthe Bridwell against 4, 000.000 in 1874. 
The amount of building done during 1875 was 
much larger than in the previous year. From 
this it would vaturaliy be inferred that the man- 
ufacture of brick for 1875 should be correspond- 
ingly greater. But. as stated above, the produc- 
tion for 1871 was stimulated to such an extent 
that the market was heavily overloaded, and the 
selling price consequently low. This surplus 
stock has been slow in working off, and it was 
not until the latter part of 1875 that the market 
began to assume a healthy tone. At the opening 
of the bmiding season there were nearly 40,000, 
000 of old brick on the market. in strong con- 
trast with this number is the number of brick on 
hand at the present date, not exceeding 3,000,000. 
Thus a great part of the buildings erected 
in 1875 ve been built with the manufac- 
tare of previous seasons. The prer- 
alence of wet weather during the past 
year has ven a great drawback to brick- 
makers, the actual ruin of seme of the 
smaller yards, rendering the greater part of the 
material of a poorer quality and the price of No. 
1 grade higher. It is the prevailing opinion 
among brickmakers that the price of bricks 
manufactured in Chicago will rule higher each 
season, because it is impossible to obtain a lease 
of any portion of the river or slips in the city 
for more than a period of two years, as the prop- 
erty is more valuable for shipping pur- 
poses. As the material used is almost 
entirely obtained from the Chicago 
River and its slips, manufacturers are obliged 
every two years to pull up their stakes and 
move farther into the suburbs, in order to com- 
mand the necessary facilities for manufactur- 
ing. This, they claim, will gradually iocrease 
the cost of transportation. 
THE AVERAGE MARKET PRICE, 
as compared with the preceding season, was 
fully $1 lower, although the trade during 
the fall months was quite brisk, owing to the 
unfavorable weather experienced. Fully nine- 
tenths of the annual manufacture finds a home 
market, the remaining tenth being principally 
shipped West. The great bulk of the pressed 
brick used here is of Eastern and Milwaukee 
make. 
STONE-CUTTERS 


’ have increased the value of their annual prod- 


uct 5 por cent. The smallness of the gain is 
partially due to the fact that stone-cutting man- 
ufacturers have been obliged in several iustances 
to compete with Joliet convict labor. The Jol- 
1et contractors can afford to put in @ much lower 
bid for work than can any Chicago contractor, as 
they are only obliged to pay the prison authori- 
ties for the labor of each convict at the rate of 
S2 a day of ten hours each, whereas the wages 
of the Chicago stone-cutters range from #3 to 
$3.50 a day of eight hours each. On the other 
hand, it is held that the quality of the Joliet work 
is inferior to that ormed in thecity. This sup- 
position is probably correct, as the convicts are 
ient boarders,” many learning the 
trade while serving out their sentences. 

Prices have ruled low throughout the year 
and profits have been consequentiy small. A

LEATHER MANUFACTURES. 
THE TANNING DEPARIMENT “ 
of the leather trade has not been very profit- 
abie, although the number of hides tanned was 
much larger than in any previous year. The 
present outlook, however, gives promise for a 
largely increased demand for the productions of 
the various tanneries of the United States, as the 
statistics of all branches of the trade here show 
a heavy increase. This result was largely due to 
the course of some of our leading firms, who. 
orn account of the increased local demand, have 
worked a full force throughout the vear, while 
several minor establishments were oblige] to 
suspend operations during the last few months 
on account of the close competition in prices. 
Prices have ruled low and unsteady, not with - 
standing that the quantity of leather exported 
was much larger than in 1874. The increase | 
resource of leather supply from the States f 
the Pacific Coast is proving somewhat detri- 
mental to the interests of both Chicago 
and Eastern tanneries. The leather tanned 
in that section is 
superior quality. The

relatively hig 
pared with that of tanned leather, is tue prime 
cause of the depression in the trade. Chicago 
tanners during the past season have undoubted- 
ly over-produced heavily, with the anticipation 
of a sudden reaction in the near future. The 
value of the leather turned out here, inolud- 
ing the manufacture of boots and shoes, 
exceeds $8,700,000,—an increase of 2% 
per cent as compared with the figures of 1874. 
More than 30,000 cords of bark were consumed 
in the tanning process. It may appear strange 
that although leather can be tanned much cheap- 
er in the East thaa in the West, vet fully 20 per 
cent of the leather on tne Eastern market is the 
product of Chicago tanneries. The fact can only 
be accounted for on the ground that the superior 
quality of the Western manufacture renders it 
more desirable to Eastern jobbeis, and gives 
better satisfaction to the final consumer. 
Otherwise the product of our tanneries would 
no: find so good a market.

BREWING AND DISTILLING. 
MORE BEER THAN EVER. 

Our brewers have Axperienced 8 fairly-pros- 
perous s@ison, more than 340,000 barrels of 
liquor being the result of the year’s brewing. 
These figures exhibit an increase of 2 per cent 
over the productions of 1874, and the value of 
the annual products shows a proportionate 
gain. Owing to the miserable quality of the 
barley yield for 1875, the cost of material, and 
the brewer's selling price, ruled low. The con- 
tinued inclemency of the weather during the 
harvest months was the prime cause which 
rendered the new crop of so inferior 
in quality. The average market price 
in 1874 was about $1.60, that of 
1875 fell to $1.08. Of so poor a grade was 
the last barley crop, that maltsters found it more 
profitable to themselves, and considered it more 
satiefactory to the final consumer, to impors 
their bariey largely from Canada, as the Cana- 
dian yield for 1875 was abundant, and fine qual- 
ity. Ia addition to the advantage gained in the 
grade of material, the price of, Canada bariey 
and the cost of its transportation was so reason- 
ably low that maltsters have been able to sell

of oe wa Gas from Canadian grain has 
more than compensated for the small reduc- 
tion on tbe profft realized by the brewer.

As stated 
in last year’s review. Chicago offers peculiar ad- 
vantages for the production of higbhwines, 


which are not surpassed by any other city in the 


United States.

CHEMICALS, ETC. 

THE ANNUAL PRODUCTION 
for the past year in this department of our 
manufacturing industries foots up to $8,417,000,

gratifying, inasmuch as it more fully confirms 
the opinion long held by Chicago manufacturers 
tbat this city can successfully compete with 
Eastern cities in the production of most staple 
articles. The truth of this statement is more 
clearly shown in the production of soap, both 
toilet and common. Ia the manufacture of this 
cleansing article Chicago leads the United 
States. During last year about 27,000,000 pounds, 
or 450,000 boxes, of staple soaps were manufac- 
tured, against 21,000,000 pounds, or 314,285 boxes, 
in 1874. The capital invested in the toilet-soap 
line is about $100,000, The immense produc- 
tion has found a market in nearly every State 
and Territory in the Union.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
STILL AN INCREASE. 

In the last twelve months miscellaneous es- 
tablishments have increased the aggregate value 
of their products fully 8 per cent. Although 
not classed by as under any regular heading. 
many of these departments do an immense 
business, The most important under this head 
is flour. The value of the aggregate production 
in this branch has increased 4 per cent, the 
figures being $1,700,000, against $1,630,000 in 
1874. More than 257,000 barrels of flour have 
been turned out of the city milfs (three 
in number), which was in quality fully 
equal to that manufactured in 1874 Taking into 
the account the Lockport Mill, which is operated 
by Chicago capital, the yield will ewell to fully 
332,000 barrels. The quantity manufactured in 
1874 was estimated at $26,000 barrels. The city 
mills turned out 244,667 barrela. There have 
been no new mills started during 1875, and prob- 
ably will not be for several years, unless the do- 
mand exhibits a more decided increase than it 
has for the past few seasons.
